had proposed the dismemberment of Turkey
to Mussin and that the Iatter had refused to
take part In such a partitioning of the Otto
man emplre. Soon after thia story had heen
Qigested It was denled from a number of

POUraes,

Then It waz reported that Russia, after the
sultan had made a direct appeal to the czar,
had conrcnted ta walve Its demands for an
extra muardship In the Bosphorus and that
this had been one of the causen of Great
rltain withdrawing the Dryad from the en
tranee of the Dardanelles after the sultan
had refused to lssue a permit allowing the
vosspl to pasa In,

Lastly, yesterday after the meeting of the
ambimsadors, it was rumored that Sir Phillp
Currie, the Dritish ambassmdor, had notified
the Porte that Great Britain gave the sultan
untll Saturday next in which to lssue the
firmane demanded, and that if they were not
forthooming by that time an exira Hritlsh
guardship wonld pass the stralts without the
sultan’s permission,

Thix report was coupled with the statement
thut Italy endorsed the action of Great Drit-
aln In the matter, Som= color was given to
{t by the unpreeedented uetfyvity in the Ttalian
arsensls and by the fact that the rumor was
ourrent at Romo, Berlin, Parle and this eity,
but diligent Inquiry here among the diplo-
matic corps and in Turkish government cireles
talled to oltnin confirmation of the report
Hut Bir Philip Currle undonbtedly sesms to
have made soma Important eommunteation,
the nature of which {s not known to Tewflk
Pasha, the Turkish minister for forelgn
aflalrs,

AN ERA OFF SURPRISES,

It was intimated in these digpatohes, how-
evor, that thig Is an ern of surprises and It
was hinted that another one Is in stors, This,
Itke all the other forecasts of the situation
made from here to the A=soclated presd, turns
out to be correct. The saltan has sll along
belleved, and the palues coterle ha= been ap-
parcatly egually convinesd, that Russin would
pot aet in accord with Great Britain, and
therefore Hussin, France and even Germany
might be counted upon, If It camo to a de-
clslve crisia, to oppose any active Interference
upon the part of Greal Britain In the Turkish
empire. In fact, this helief was almoat gen-
ersl in the politieal world and all assertlons
to the contrary were recelved with polite
smiles of inercdulity.

It beeame known today, however, to the
gurprise of the skeptics, that Russia |s really
in accord with the powers and that the
sultan need look for no sympathy from the
czar or his advisers In anything In any way
tending to thwart the determination of the
powers to have order restored throughout the
Turkish empire and measures taken for the
protection of the lives and property of all
the Christian subjects of the sultan. This
mews has cast a dismal spell aver the ylldiz
Klosk and the ministers have been in almost
constant attendance upon the sultan ever

since.
NO COMFORT FOR ABDUL.

The detnlls of the developing of this lit-

PANIC AT CAERAREA.

The fanatical outhresk at Cackarea on
November 80 was due to a falss report that
some Armeniang had attacked a number of
Musastilmane, At leaxt, that ls one verslon
of the affair. 1t any cawe, It Is known that
nbout sixty Armenfans were killed and that
a large number were wounded. The great-
est feoling of paniec prevalls at Capsarea, all
of the Armenlan stores are closed and the
mont valuable goods removed and hidden.
The Armenlans as a rule are barticaded In
thelr lhouses and pecople here are In hously
dread of hearing of a further and much more
extensive outbreak in spite of the pre-
cantions the government says the Turkish
officials have taken,

Letters were recelved here from Aleppo
today which #iate that sven the most vague
repiorts of onthreaks or threatened outbreaks
In or about that city cause panles among the
Cheistlans, whe are so In dread of belng
massacred that at the first note of alarm
they hastily close up their stores and seck
refuge in the eourts of thelr houses, where
they have made all the preparations possible
to defend themselves.

An_ Austrian mamed Petroviteh, chief of
the official tobaeco regle office, Is reported to
have been murdered near Kharput, No de-
talls have yet reached here.

Turkish ofMelals at Erzeroum, Ersinglan,
Balburt and Bitlis continue to force the
Armenians under penalty of Imprisonment
and torture to sign addresses of gratitude to
the Turkish government for the “‘protection’
extended to them by the local officials and
others durlng the “recent disorders.” 1In nd-
dition to the threats of Imprisonment, ole.,
the Armenlane are glven to understand that
unless they slgn thess petitions there will
be a repetition of the attacks made upon
them Ly* the Turks,

Stveral Armenian notabllities of Erzernum
have been forced under threats by Turkish
authorities to telegraph to the Patriarchiate
here demanding the recall of the Armenian
bishop on account of the latter's telegraphic
messages to the marquis of Sallsbury de-
talling the deplorable condition of Armenia
and appealing for the asslstance of Great
Britain In behalf of his co-religlonists,

POLICE MAKING ARHRHESTS.

The pollce have resumed moaking nrrests
of Armenlans and are again transporting
the main batches to thelr own covntry on
the plea that they are engaged In conepiring
agalnst the Turkish government, that their
presence here 18 a mepnce (o prace, and
that they are llable to cause another serious
outhbreak in this eity or Its neighborhood, At
the rate the polico are now working they
should be able to thin down the Armenian
population of Constantinople very consid-
erably before the new year, It Is estimated
that over 1,000 Armeniang have within a
comparatively short time been expelled un-
der one excuse or another from this nelghbor-
hood. But in spite of this officlal activity
the Armenians seem to be able to get thelr
revolutionary placards printed, or elss the
charge of the Turkish officlals that printers
clreulate them s well established, for hardly
& day passes withoun some discovery of this
description and it Is upon that the police
as o rule base their action In arresting and
deporting Armeniuns by wholesale.

A futlle effort was Intely made by the
officials of Constantinople to indues the Ar-

menlan patriarch liere, who has made such a
determined stand on behalf of his compatriots
and who Is understood to have seconded to
the utmost of his ability, at the earnest re-

and prevent further outbreaks, and dwelling
strongly upon the danger of an uprising of
the Mussulmans throughout the empire if he
were subjected to such a slight, holding that
the mere fnct of sending the additional war
shipgh to the Bosphorus would be an Intima-
tlon that he was not considered by the
powers to be capable of maintaining order in
his own dominions.

In no case did the sultan meet with suc-
CEeRs, Prince Lobanoff-Rotovsky, the Rus-
slan minister for toreign afMalrs, replied at
first that he would sound the cabinets of
Krance, Germany and Austria on the sub-
feet, 1t being apparently concluded that It
was useless to again question Greal Britain
or Itnly. The Tussian foreign minister did
so, but receiving mnothing but unfavorable
replies, he, later Informed the Turkish am-
bassador at St. Petersburg that he could sce
no reason fo separate himself from  the
course followed by the other powers In re-
gard to the eastern guestion.

AUBTRIA I8 FIRM.

The Austrian minister for forelgn affalrs,
Count Golochuskl, was even more explicit
than Prince Lobanoff-Rotovsky, for he gave
the Turkish ambassador at Vienna to under-
stand  clearly that a complete underatand-
Ing existed among the powers, and that Tur-
key must not perslst in her present dilatory
policy regarding the demunds of the powers
for extra guardships or In pushipg the work
of resturing order in Aslatic Turkey and pre-
venting further outbreaks,

The reply of M. Derthelot,
minister for forelgn affairs,

the Freneh
was  almost

Identionl with that of Prince Lobanoff-Ro-
tovsky.
Finally, through Prince Hoehenlohe and

Fretherr Marschall von Blbersteln, Emperor
Willlam gave ths Turkish ambassador at
Berlin no consolation at all. He was firmly |
told that the powers were undoubtedly acting |
in their best Interests and o the best In-
terests of the Turkish empire in any demands
made upon the Porte, and the ambassador
was plainly warned that the sultan eould not
sxpect the support or symathy of Germany
In sany continued opposition to the will of the
powers,

Thus apparently the sultan was shown that
he no longer has a backer In Europe, but the
question of admitting the extra guard ships
In still unsettled, and this would wtill leave
open the question whether Great Britaln has
or has not given the sultan untll Saturday in
which to issue the firmans,

NEWS FROM ZEITOUN.
To the relief of the diplomatia corps at

quest of the representatives of the powers, the
g*nuine efforts of the Porte to restors order
In Armenls and prevent further bloodshed. in
fact, It is belleved that the patriareh went so
far as to make an effort to Induce the Ar-
menlans of Zeltoun to surrender to the Turk-

AN APPEAL TO THE WORLD,

The Armenlin patriarch has now sent an
appeal to the Armenians throughout the world
and to tell all Christian natlons asking them
to send help to relleve the misery resulting
from the recent massacres and plllaging In
Armenia.

In this connection there {» no doubt that
great distress already exists, but, as previ-
ously intimated in these dispatches, the mizery
exlsting i as nothing to the terrible suffer-
Ings which will fall to the lot of the homelesa
thousands when the bliter blasta of winter
sweep over the mountains and plaing upon
which the devastated villages stood. Famine
and death from exposure must necessarily
be chronieled from many districts before long,
unless prompt relief s furnished to the un-
happy OChristlans bowed down beneath so
much harsh treatment. These facts have, It |
Is understood, been communicated to the
powers by their representatives here and
fteps have already been taken to raise relief
funde. But, in the opinion of those who are
well postad on the situation, thers (o no time
o be lost In pushing the work of rellef, or the
contributions of the charitable will arrive
at thelr destination too lute to be of any ns-
sistance to the unfortunates for whom they
are int=pded,

LONDON, Dee. 4.—The Dally Tele-
graph has u  dispatch from  Con-
stantinople, which will be published to-

moriow  and which reports the powers have
presented an ultimatum to the porte threat-
ening to force the pasaage of the Darda-
nelles unless firmans are Issued within sev-
enty-two hours permitting the passage of the
wecond guardship.

A Cunstantinople dispateh to the Dally
Telograph concerning the ultimatum says
on this subject that unless a firman lg soon
issued, the powers will send an ultimatum.
This correspondent also suys that the Sivas
massacre lasted six days, and that thousands
of Armenians were killed,  Panle relgos
among the Christlans of Jerumlem and
Beyrout.

the government to stop the attack, All the
Christian  villages in the Kharput district
have been burned except Garmuni and 400
peraons are still in refuge with the Ameri-

The engine and fAfteen box ears are

ARMENLANS FHE AGGRESSORS !

Turkish Official Acéotnt of the Recont Dis-
turbancas at Trebizonde.

EARNEST EFFORTS TO PRESERVE PEACE

Recelpt of Newn of the Constantis
nople Riots Stnrted It Up Afreosh
After the DiMenlty Had Ap-
purently @nuicted Down,

15 1T

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Turkich le-
gation has received [rom the sublime porte
itha following report of the Armenian trou-
bes at Trebjzonde, signed by the elvil and
military offfciale, the dlemns and notables of
the villayet, Mussulman, Greek orthodox knd
Catholic:

“General Bahrl Pasha, ex-vall of Van, who
spent several days at Trebiconde In retarning
from Van, and Hamdl Pasha, comimander of
the M=Aifs at Treblzande, In company with
Rarihum, the Persiap conmul at Treblzonde,
has Joined Omar Effendl, the director of the
posts and telegraphs, and Sulelman Bey, the
commuander of the mounted polics of the vil-
Inyet, were crossing on Wednesday, the 24
of Octgher, 1805, at 6 0'clock In the nfternoon,
the Queoun Sokak street, which opene into
the Charki square, In the oty Mtself of Trebl-
zonde, when a certain Armenak. a servant in
the employ of the Armenian bishop of Trebl-
zgonde, and who was suspecied of belng amli-
ated with the revolutionary committess, and
another individual, alzo an Armenian, fired
on them several times with revolvers, wound-
Ing Bahrl Pasha in the call of thé leg and
Hamdl Pagha In tho foot. Armenak and his
nocomplice were immediately arrested.

“This incldent, being the first to acecur in
Trebizonde since the Armenlan sibjects of
the Ottoman empire had commenced to com-
mit erimes and to epter iuto rebelllon in
different par's of the empire, caused naturally
a certaln eommotion among the population,
Two days later, on the following Friday, at
about § o'elock at night, several Mussulmans
belonging to the trades union, having met
with a eertiln Hatellk, a son of a barber
named Slopane, who was being sought by the
police, as being Incriminated In the attack
upon the two pashas; they addressed him in
thesp torms: “Stop. Where are you escaping
to? You are sought by the authorities,’

“Hatechik, instantly drawing out hls re-
volver, fired upon them a number of times.

“Rhami Efend]l, whio Happensd to be pass-
ing In a nelghboring strect, heard the shots,
and wishing to know their canse, turned Into
the street from which came the nolse, hut
being seen by Hatchik, he was instantly
shot and killed.

“This second incldent, followlng =0 eclosely
upon the first, cauesd a great excliement,
and at the sound of the shots the population
in the neighboring quarters precipitated |-
self into the streets, som= carrying arms and
some unarmed. A rumor having been clr-
culated to the effect that the Armenians had
gone to the government houses and assaes!-
nated the wvall, the populace immadiaiely
marched in thet direction, from which arpse
a great confusion and blocking of the ad-
jolning streets. However, the eivil and mil-
{tary authorities, and also the Zapties and
agents of the police, heeisted by the prom-
Inent eitizens of the city, having stationed
themselves at the entrance of the strects,
did finally succeed, after great difficultles, in
ealming the mob and dispersing the crowd.
They explained that the Armenlans had done
nothing. |

KEPT UP THE AGITATION.

“The repetition ol ‘the shots by the Ar-
menian conspirators and the non-arrest of
ong of thelr number and his accomplice had
the effect of keeping up publie agltation. On
the other hand, the lack of confidence in the
authorities and In the Mussulman papulution,
which was exhibiled by the Armenlans, who
no longer opened thelr shops, necessarlly
greatly accentuateéd the existing feeling.

“In view of this critical situation, a certain
Father Mesrob, at the time acting repre-
sentative of the Armenian bishop of Trebi-
zonde, and sl the most prominent citizens
of the clty were summoned to the govern-
ment house to a meeting, but only the bish-
op's represéntiative and one merchant, a cer-
tain Mahonhan, answered the summons and
presented themselves. They were implored
to exert all thelr influence to prevent the
repetition of such soenes, and were also re-
quired to state where the two accused were
in hiding, the arreat of whom would ald In
restoring tranqulllity, 1In reply to these ex-
hortations, however, the merchant declared
that he had never Interfered, and never
would Interfere, in the affairs of the com-
munity, and the priest replied on his side
that he did not know the accused, and that,
Judging from what he had heard, it would
appear that the two pashas had been wounded
by a soldler, and that Rhaml| Effendi had
been killed by a Mussulman, and he added
that It would b= well to arrest the real ¢rim-
Inals and allow the arrested Armenlans thelr
liberty.

EFFORTS TO QUIET THE EXCITEMENT.

“It was observed. to them that both of
the cases were of publie notorlety and, In-
deed, the accused had been seen In the
act. The first incident had occurred in day-
light and had been witnessed by a number
of perscns, and that as for Hptehik, he had
not yet been arrested and yet inhablted the
clty itself. It was, therpfore, most Impropor
that they should simulate Ignorance and
tike the part of the criminals, and Father
Mezrob and the merchant were therefore
agaln exliorted to head the counsels of the
authorities and to summon the more prom-
inent citizens to meet at their house to
discuss the situstion and also to reveal
the hiding place of the fugitives, and thereby
ald the authorities in calming the exlsting
excltement,

“Thesz two Incldents having been fol-
lowed by the news of the riols In Con-
siantinople, brought about by some Ar-
menian vagabonds, the publie excitement he-
came greater than ever; every one became
alarmed and the Armeniang began to walk
around armed to the teeth und not to open
their stores. As, sinoe the day on which the
first ineident oceurred, the Armenlans of
the nelghboring villages had commenced to
swarm in the elty, the governor general,
wishing to prevent If possible bloody riots,
procesded on the morning of Tuesdsy, the
Bth of October, accompanied by the presi-
dent of the munlcipality, to the market
pquarg and there In one of ths principal
stores assembled a Jarge number of prom-
Inent citizens, both Mussulmans and Chrls-
tlans, They were asked not to cause trouble
and to help qulet the people.

suppress the riot the greater became Lthe
audacity of the Armenians.

FIRED FROM THE WINDOWS.

“It was from their shops and bazaars,
from the windows of the upper storles and
indeed from anywhere and everywhere that
they fired at random on soldiers, pollee,
zupties and citizens allke. The vall pro-
cetded at onca to the scene, Notwithstand-
ing his presence, the shooting continued, di-
rected against the officers of the regular
army and the zaptles, who were stationed
before the shops, exhorted the rioters to
drop their arms and place themselves under
the protection of the authorities, who would
know how to defend them. Indeed, they did
not even respect the person of the governor,
at whom they fred. At the sight of one
soldier and one or two Mussulmans wounded
and two others who were already dead, the
agltation of the Mussulmans and of the
Greeks, who had joined the brawl, reached
its climax.

“It was 3 o'clock before, with great
trouble, they could re-establlsh order. The
corpses lying in the street and In the shops
were taken that same night to the un-
tenanted stores and the wounded were con-
veyoed to thelr homes or to the hospitals,

“After the riot was put down the Ar-
mérluns, who bad réemained shut up in the
houses and stores, were deprived of their
gers. Until the calm should bp restored,
they were lodged in the edifices of the civil
and military authorlties. These Individuals
and familles who were deprived of means of
sapport were cared for in the Mussulmau's
Louse and recelved bread and whatever was
necessary to them, When order was findlly
restored  the old offenders and the others
reguined their own firearms.

TROOPS GUARDED CONSULATES.

“The Ottoman subjects and the strangers
whe had sought protection at the residence |
of the foreign coneuls at the moment of the
riot, were conveyed to their homes, and for
the purpose of protection from all atinck
the forelgn consulates and the school and
oller religious establishments, as well as
the residences of forelgners, while the trouble
Insted, were guarded by the regular troops
and the zapties. Certain particular familles
were lodged for protection In the houses
of  prominint  Muesulman  cltizens  and
wherever the zaptles and the troops falled,
It vas the Mussulman and Christian leading
men who took their places,

“In ordeér to aid the authorities in thelr
work of restoring order a committee wan
feemed under the presidency of the recoiver
keneral ul'_llw villayet, compesed of promi-
nent citizens, both Mussulman, Orthodox and
Catholle. Its misslon was to reassure the
timid, provide for the wants of those In dis-
tress, care for the wounded, cause goods to
be returntd which had been stolen during
the riots, prevent all attacks on the Armenian
villages in the nelghborhood of the town,
finding objects which might have b2en lost,
and should it learn of any proposed attack
of Mussulman or Christian villages by the
population of nelghboring Armenlan villages,
to Inform the suthorities thereof and In con-
cert with the troops and the corps of zap-
ties to take Lhe necessary precautions. The
resources of this latter body not balng suf-
ficlent, 200 more zapties were enrolled pro-
visionally. In & word, all that forethought
dictated war done, with a view of meeling
every possible emergency. .

“AfL r the complete #uppression of the trou-
bles an elaborate inguest was held (o dis
covar the puthors of the flirst shots, 1t was
discovered that on the morning of Tuesday,
tho Sth of Oclober, the day of the riot, sey-
eral Armenians were expioted from Constanti-
nople by the Austrisn Star, An unusual as-
tembiage of Armentans baving taken place
near ithe wharl, popular curlowty wae ex-
cited, Among the letters disiributed was one
aduressed to a eertain Chvarch of Ergiodjan,
who lived st the han, binmediately opposits
the town hail, which is sltuated on Chark!'s
siuare, This letter con'sined details of the
troubles at Constantinople and announced
the death of ths brother of the person It was
dddressed to. This person, the moment he
had riad the lotter, placed himself at the
window of his room and commenced 1o fire

wildly on all the passersby, contending tha'
it evas thus that one should act under such
clreumstances. lmmediately alterward four
or flve shols were fired from the sores of
Diradourian, opposite the hay and under the
town hall. Thess wshots wire followed by
others fired by the Armenlans asseinblod at
the landing. It was thus that the crowd
which found itself in ths square and the ad-
Jolning wireets was obliged lo respond.

"The fects were that scme of those who
fired during the rioia from the windows of
Armenlan gl.llllﬂl were inhabltante of nelgh-
baring villages, who had oply come to town
that morning, and that the first shots were,
inded, fired by them, that slmultauecusly
